Response to Amendment 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office Action. 

2. Claims 7, 8 and 9 have been amended. Claims 7-12 are pending and under consideration. 

New Grounds of Rejection 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - ~ 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined was 
not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). 
Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the 
AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chada et al. 
Chada et al teach a method of generating an immune response for the destruction of tumor 

cells by administering a vector comprising her/neu (column 3, lines 58-65 and column 4, lines 30- 
48). Chada et al further disclose that the vector also encodes a prodrug activator (column 16, 
lines 8-14). 

Applicant has amended claim 7 to delete the phrase "identical to a portion" [her-2/neu]. 
As the claim does not use definite "closed" language, the broadest reasonable interpretation the 
claims reads on the entire Her-2 sequence. 
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All other rejections and objections as stated in Paper No. 17 are withdrawn.
